Village police discovered evi- 
dence that may link them to 
two suspects, who allegedly set 
fires to a pair homes in low.

Structures at B3 Village Cir- 
cle Drive and 3 Sassafras 
Drive were both destroyed by 
fire Monday. The blazes foi- 
lowed another suspected arson 
at Fi Village Circle Drive last 
week. 

“‘Once the fire department 
completes its investigation and 
tells ‘us it was arson, we can 
takeover and start checking 
finto these guys,’’ said Sgt 
James Jones of the Glen Car 
bon Police Department.

description of 

events: 
An‘officer en route to the 

scene was nearly struck head 
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on by an old, blue Oldsmobile 
Cutlass speeding from the area 
of the fires. The officer, who 


recognized the vehicle and 
already had its registration 
number, proceeded on to the 
fires. 

After extinguishing the 
flames at B3 Village Circle 
Drive, a firefighter told the 
officer it appeared as if a 


flammable liquid had been 
poured along a wall and in the 
kitchen. 

While still investigating the 
fire, a police dispatch advised 
that a structure at 3 S fras 
Drive was engulfed in flames. 

After discovering that the 
car in question was owned by 
an Edwardsville man, the offi- 
cer contacted the owner, who 
said the car had been taken 
with out his permission by his 
son. He said he didn’t report it 
stolen because he didn’t want 
to get his son in trouble. 

An Edwardsville officer later 
discovered information that the 
man’s son had sold the car to 
two men for $40 

The Edwardsville officer 
said the man’s son had been 
known to do this type of thing 
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in the past to support a drug 
habit 

“The car was found 
with gloves in it 
burnt,”’ Jones said 

Police found the car aban- 
doned near the home that had 
burned at 3 Sassafras Drive. 

The gloves were coated in a 
black charcoal-type substance 
and appeared to have been 
exposed to heat.

workers and machinists into one large organi- 
zation. Leo J. Mushill, United Steel Workers of 
America coordinator, said the three unions are 
looking to merge by 2000. 

“‘We seem to be consolidating more,” he 
said... 

Other big issues facing many unions in 1998 
center-on the North American Free Trade 
Agreement and the so-called fast track legisla- 
tion. The latter gives the president authority to 
negotiate the terms of international agreements 
without Congressional say-so.

Each fall, these grass-grub- 
bing larvae cause even more 
damage than their adult coun- 
terparts because they feed on 
the roots of grass, flowers dnd 
bulbs.

The result of 
extensive damage is brown 
and patchy turf which, in some 
areas, can be pulled up like a 
carpet.

For best results, 
make sure that application 
takes place in the fall when 
grubs are newly hatched and 
eeding, or in the spring before 
they emerge as adults. 2 

« Measure the size of your 
lawn in square feet so that you 
can determine the amount of 
product needed for accurate 
control. 

* Remember “less is more’’ 
when using insecticides. Select 
a product which offérs low dos- 
age rates of less than three 
pounds per 1,000 square feet. 

* Always read and follow 
label instructions. 

* Remove any accumulated 
thatch (plant litter) so the: 
insecticide can reach the soil:- * 

e Apply uniformly with-a 
broadcast spreader to assure 
complete coverage. Be sure ‘te’ 
calibrate your spreader for the!

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Bob Emig 
McGwire's 61st HR 


was a memorable 


moment for writer 


Yes, I can be among the 500,000 
people 10 years from now who 
claimed they were at Busch Stadium 
to witness Mark McGwire’s_ historic 
record-tying 61st homer on Monday, 
Sept. 7, 1998 

But, unlike the 450,000 wannabees, I 
was actually there among the 50,000- 
plus delirious fans in attendance. It 
was a special day for our family 
because I had all three of my sons 
with me while we witnessed a part of 
baseball history. I don’t know if my 
sons — ages 19, 17 and 13 — appreci- 
ated the historical significance as 
much as I did, but I’ve been blessed 
to witness several other historical 
baseball moments in my lifetime 

Back-in October of 1968, I was a 
member of the media a staffer for 
the Metro-East Journal and saw Bob 
Gibson outduel 30-game winner Den- 
ny McLain in the opening game of 
the 1968 World Series. Gibson struck 
out a World Series record 17 batters. 

Then in 1985, I was there as a fan 
to watch Ozzie Smith hit his dramatic 
“‘Go crazy, folks, go crazy’’ home run 
to beat the Dodgers in a playoff 
game that propelled the Cardinals 
into the World Series. 

What we saw at Busch Stadium on 
Monday topped everything. Bigger- 
than-life McGwire brought the fans to 
their feet every time he cast his huge 
shadow. Theré was such a feel-good 
atmosphere in the air that Chicago 
Cubs players Sammy Sosa and Gary 
Gaetti received standing ovations 
from the appreciative Cardinals fans. 

No, this wasn’t a Hollywood script. 
This was Mark McGwire orchestrat- 
ing one of. the truly amazing stories 
in sports history. I thought winning 
the heavyweight boxing championship 
of the world was sports’ greatest 
achievement. After what cGwire 
has done, with Sosa playing a major 
supporting. role,..has changed my 
mind until, at least, another champ 
arises like a Muhammad Ali. 

McGwire eventually, on Tuesday 
night, wrestled the home run champi- 
onship away from the Yankees’ stran- 
glehold. After all, baseball’s home 
run king had been’ a Yankees player 
— either Babe Ruth or Roger Maris 
— Since 1920. Ruth twice added to his 
record-setting 54 homers of 1920 by 
hitting 59 in 1921 and then 60 in 1927. 
Roger Maris took over for Ruth in 
1961 by hitting 61 homers. 

McGwire — if he can hold off Sosa 
— will put a Cardinals name in the 
record book as ‘the home run king. 
It’s so unbelievable that it’s ridicu- 
lous to even think of a Cardinals 
player as the home run champ, given 
the team’s history as a club featuring 
speed, defense and pitching.
